N every section of California the grass is dry earlier than 


usual this season. Already several grass and range fires 
have started from camping places along the highways. Pre- 


sumably these fires were caused by camp fires that were 


left burning or by burning matches or tobacco carelessly tossed 
into the grass. 

The California Forest Protection association urges campers and 
tourists to be careful not only on account of the property damage 
that may result from the grass. brush and forest fires, but also 1a 

Section 384 of the Penal Code of California makes it a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of not less than $50 or more than 
$500, or imprisonment in the county jail not less than fifteen days 
nor more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, 
for leaving a camping place without extinguishing a camp fire, 
or for allowing a camp fire to get beyond control and spreading; 
or for setting fires on any land without permission of the owner; 
or for allowing a fire to spread to the lands of any person other 
than the builder of the fire; or for clearing land by burning brush, 
stumps, ete., or using explosives without either obtaining a permit 
or taking proper precautions to prevent the spread of fire. 

This law is sufficient and a careful observance of it will save 
much in property and expense and will also preserve the scenic 
beauties of California to those who enjoy themselves outdoors.
